In 1%8, Carr agreed to 
appear a$ a witness at the Clay 
Shaw hearings in New Or- 
leans. But 15 days before he' 
was scheduled to appear, po- 
lice in Billings, Montana, ar- 
rested a man just m he was 
about to shoot Carr, 

In July ofl%9, while visit- 
ing relatives in Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, Carr was attacked on a 
city street and stabbed in the 
back and arm by two men. 
Carr, who was carrying a gun 
by this time, shot one of his 
assailants three times. 

The threats on his life con- 
tinued and in 1975 his mar- 
riage fell apart. Then Carr 
disappeared. 

However, an independent 
Kennedy assassination re- 
searcher found him recently. 
He had changed his name and 
remarried. But he was still 
suffering the wounds of his 
ordeal, both physical and 
mental.
